This matter will remain confidential in accordance with 2 U.S.C. $437g(a)(4)(B) and 
4 437g(a)(12)(A) unless you noti& the Commission in writing that you wish the matter to be made 
public. lf you intend to be represented by counsel in this matter, please advise the Gomission by 
completing the enclosed f0rrn stating the name, address and teiephone number of such counseil, and 
authorizing such counsel to receive any notifications and other cornmunications from the 
Commission.
